When Noel Harvey moved from Roscoe Vil- 
lage to Avalon Park during the holidays, he 
had an extra jingle in his step. 

Harvey 23, had been riding the CTA 
No. 50-Damen bus to commute to his sales 
job in North Center on the North Side, but 
he traded his $100, 30 -day CTA pass for a set 
of car keys when he moved from the North 
Side to the South Side to live with his parents. 

Though Harvey said he is saving rent mon- 
ey, he spends about $600 each month paying 
for his Volkswagen Jetta and its insurance and 
gas. The alternative would be a train and bus 
ride to get to work each day he said, adding 
that he has safety concerns about the CTA 
87th Street Red Line stop near his South Side 
home. 

“For me, it’s a lot easier for me to just drive 
than to wait for buses or trains. Sometimes 
the CTA is a little unreliable,” Harvey said. 

By many measures, Millennials are driving 
less than older generations, but Census figures 
show the commuting habits of Chicago-area 
20 -somethings haven’t that changed much in 
20 years: Driving still is the most popular way 
Millennials get to work. 

A recent Census analysis found that 
75.9 percent of residents in the Chicago area 


ages 18-34 said they drove or carpooled to 
work from 2009-2013, down from 78.3 per- 
cent in 2000 and 76.9 percent in 1990. 

Millennials, loosely defined as people born 
between the early 1980s and 
the early 2000s, who drive 
to work are one of the groups 
that the Regional Transporta- 
tion Authority which over- 
sees the finances of CTA, 

Metra and the suburban Pace 
bus system, is targeting with a 
new $5 million ad campaign 
that uses humor to encourage 
transit riding. 

Yet despite the cost of 
maintaining a car, high park- 
ing rates, notoriously bad 
Chicago traffic and expan- 
sion in transit services, some 
Chicago Millennials told 
RedEye they won’t give up 
their wheels because public transportation is 
not convenient for them and they don’t want 
to rely on someone else to get them from 
point A to point B. 

Many studies show that while driving is a 
top choice for Millennials to get around, it is 
becoming less trendy each year. 


Between 2001 and 2009, the average num- 
ber of miles driven by Americans between the 
ages of 16 to 34 dropped by 23 percent from 
10,300 miles to 7,900 miles per capita, accord- 
ing to research cited in an Oc- 
tober report by the U.S. Pub- 
lic Interest Research Group, a 
consumer group, and Frontier 
Group, a research firm. 

The groups found that Mil- 
lennials increasingly prefer 
living in walkable communi- 
ties, they’re using new tech- 
nology such as Uber and Lyft 
ride-hailing services to get 
around and they’re getting 
married and having kids later 
than previous generations so 
there’s less need for a car. 

But the lack of access to rail 
routes and infrequent, incon- 
venient bus service stiU makes 
driving an attractive option to some Millenni- 
als, said Tony Dutzik, a Frontier Group senior 
policy analyst who co-authored the report. 

The RTA is hoping to change that attitude 
with last month’s launch of its $5 million print 
and TV marketing campaign to reach Chica- 
go-area residents who drive to work. 


One RTA ad has a picture of a young per- 
son holding a hot dog with mustard with the 
phrase “Try the Chicago-style dogs. Skip the 
Chicago-style traffic.” Chicago ranks eighth 
in the country in an annual study of most 
traffic-congested cities by Texas A&M Uni- 
versity’s Transportation Institute. 

Stefanie Korzyniewski, 30, said she doesn’t 
mind Chicago traffic. 

Korzyniewski, who lives in Garfield Ridge 
on the Southwest Side, said she pretty much 
drives everywhere despite living near the 
No. 62-Archer bus route and the Orange 
Line. Her 32-year-old husband also has a car 
that he drives to work in the south suburbs. 

On weekdays, Korzyniewski avoids the 
No. 62 bus and instead drives to the Pulaski 
Orange Line stop on the Southwest Side and 
pays $5 to park there. She then rides the train 
to the South Loop for work. The only reason 
she rides the train, she said, is because the 
family she nannies for pays for her Ventra 
card. 

“I think if I moved into the city more, I 
would probably be more likely to start using 
public transportation more,” Korzyniewski 
said. “I think the area where I’m at, it’s just 
easier to drive everywhere.”

The ads, which include a picture of a park- 
ing space with the tagline “ 1 love paying $30 
for parking!’ said no one ever” and a young 
woman reading a tablet on the bus with the 
phrase “Read something better than license 
plates,” are trying to lure Chicago-area 
residents who drive to work, tourists and 
infrequent riders to buses and trains, RTA 
executive director Leanne Redden said. 

But while the ads, which will run through 
summer 2017, may serve as a reminder that 
public transit exists in Chicago, they may not 
nudge drivers to change habits— after all, the 
ads are not promoting anything new beyond 
the current system of buses and trains, local 
marketing professors told RedEye. 

Kim Moon, a marketing lecturer at the

Most Millennials in the Chi- 
cago area have long chosen to 
drive to work. A recent census 
analysis found that 75.9 percent 
of residents in the Chicago 
area between the ages of 18 to 
34 said they drove or carpooled 
CO work from 2009-2013, a fig- 
ure that hasn’t changed much 
in 30 years. 

The cash-strapped RTA ac- 
knowledged that expanding bus 
and rail services is an important 
part of increasing ridership— 38 
percent of households in Cook 
and surrounding counties ride 
public transit regularly— but said similar mar- 
keting campaigns in Seattle, Portland and Los 
Angeles have helped boost ridership. 

But those cities don’t see the ridership 
levels of New York’s and Chicago’s transit 
systems, the No. i and 2 systems in the coun- 
try by passenger miles, respectively The RTA 
serves a region of 3,700 square miles and 
counted 651.4 million rides in 2013 while New 
York’s MTA covers a 5,000 -square-mile area 
and logs 2.69 billion rides annually 

RTA’s campaign may help boost these 
numbers but it’s not likely the ads will cause 
a massive upsurge in ridership, said Tim 
Calkins, a Northwestern marketing professor. 

“Marketing campaigns like this take time. 
People don’t see a commercial and go out 
and change what they’re doing,” Calkins said. 
“It’s a first step. It gets people thinking about 
public transit.”

The parallels between 
“Jupiter Ascending” 
and “Seventh Son” 
are almost eerie.

Thus, no one asks Gregory why he doesn’t 
find the eighth son of the eighth son, who 
presumably would be a lot tougher. 

This leads to generic battles involving 
dragons and swords via the loud, dusty 
imagery of a junky movie that seems like it’s 
based on a video game but isn’t. (“Seventh 
Son” comes from Joseph Delaney’s 
novel “The Spook’s Appren- 
tice.”) Gregory and Tom 
seek to take down Mother 
Malkin (Julianne Moore, 
half-asleep), an evil witch/ 
occasional dragon who’s 
also aunt to Alice (Alicia 
Vikander), ahalf-witch 
smitten with Tom for twin- 
kly reasons.

^s, the exposition-heavy “Seventh Son” 
reunites “Big Lebowski” co-stars Bridges 
and Moore, but as Tom survives several falls 
and a variety of monsters and spirits attack, 
viewers will think of everything from “The 
Fugitive” to “Lord of the Rings” to every 
other comparable, forgettable fantasy when 
“Son” pops up on TNT. As the Dude would 
say that’s a bummer, man.
